Claims 1-3 and 13 lack novel^r under PCX Article 33(2) as tjeing anticipated by KABANOV et al U.S. Patent 6,440,743. 

KABANOV discloses star block copolymer having more than two polymer segmecU liiised to a single couer, col. 3, lines 4S-60 and 
col. 4, lines 1-5. The star polymer c»n be used in Gene iberapy, col. 10, lines 5»-60 and col. 11, lines 34^. Hie diamine-linted 
pluionic copolymer of formula (XVE), cohunn 13. lines 40-53 and col. 14, luies 21-30 is readable in applicants' claims. 

Claims 1-3 lack noveliy under FCT Aiticle 33(2) as being anticipotEd by YOUNGS et al y.S. Patent 6,288,197. 

YOUNGS discloses dendrimer copolymer comprisiDg a core segment and the dendritic branches widi tenninal NH2 groups. Figure 
1, col. 4. lines 24-67, col. 5, line 33 and column 13, lines 42-34.

been received on time if they are received by the IntemationaJ Bureau after the epilation of he aiv^^^^ time 
limit but before the compleSon of the technical preparations for intBmatiooal publication (Rule 46.1). 

Where not to file the ameadmenls ? 

The amendments may only be filed with the International Bureau and not with the receiving Office or die 
International Searching Authority (Rule 46.2). 

Where a demand for international preliminary examination has been/is filed, see below. 

How ? Either by cancelling one or more entire claims, by adding one or more new claims or by amending the text of one 
or more of the claims as filed. 

A replacemem sheet must be submitted for each sheet of the claims which, on account of an amendment or 
amendments, differs from the sheet originally filed. 

All the claims appearing on a replacement sheet must be numbered in Arabic numerals. ^Where a claim is 
cancelled, no renumbering of the other claims is rsquired. In all cases where claims are renumbered, they must be 
renumbered consecutively (Section 20S(b)). 

The amendments must be made in tbe language in which the International application is to be pubUshed. 



What doeuinents must/may accompany tbe amendments ? 
Letter (Section 205(b)): 

The amendments must be submitted with a letter. 

The letter will not be published with the international application iid *e amended claims. I* should not be 
coniiiaed with the "Statemem under Article 1 9( i )" (see below, under StatEment under Article 1 9{ 1 ) ).
